The reply filed on 26 September 2006 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): in the 20 April 2006 Office action, Applicant is required to have two species elections: A) a compound comprising a 
peptide chain with multiple sequences, to which Applicant is required to elect a single disclosed species (i.e., a single sequence of 
amino acids); B) a compound comprising a dimer with multiple structures, to which Applicant is required to elect a single disclosed 
species (i.e., a single structure). Applicant fails to elect species B), a single structure (i.e., each moiety group is identified). See
